Chino Hills 
Airport 
Looms 


Two heavy blows to area 
residents, who. oppose an airport in 
the immediate Chino Hills, fell this 
week in events in Sacramento and 
Riverside Counties. 

State Assembly Bill 37, expected 
to pass through committee and on to 
the state senate floor for a vote 
before the September 15 interim 
recess, has been sidetracked in the 
revenue and tax committee, the 
office of Assemblyman John Briggs 
reported this week. 

The bill would make it mandatory 
for an approving vote of the people 
living within a 7% mile radius of the 
airport, before an airport could be 
built in the hills. 

The legislation has passed the 
assembly but still requires a senate 
vote and the governor’s signature. 
Effort will be made to get the bill out 
of committee after the legislature 
reconvenes January 4, a spokesman 
for Briggs stated. 

In Riverside, the county board of 
supervisors unanimously rejected a 
suggestion from Orange County 
supervisors to investigate the 
possibility of a Tri-County Airport at

Local Street 
Resurfacing 
Continues 


Experiencing a _ variety of 
problems in supplies and equip- 
ment, in completing Placentia’s first 
major street resurfacing project, the 
Bay Slurry Seal Company of 
Redwood City, California, reported 
this week that some of the 54 streets 
are still to be covered. 

Scheduled for Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 10 are Alta Vista Street, 
Stardust Drive, Moonbeam Street, 
Ruby Drive alley, Emerald Way, 
Diamond Road. On Thursday, 
September 11, Jade Circle, 
Aquamarine Street, Jade Drive, 
Diamond Road (additional), Lee 
Place, Virginia Place, Sherwood 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard. 

On Friday, September 12, 
expected to be the completion date, 
Barker Way, Joan Way, Lori Way, 
Cambridge Avenue, Nenno Avenue, 
St. James Place and St. John Way. 

Ben Minamide, City Engineer, 
said the company is paying a penalty 
for not completing the work on time. 
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School opens today, (Wednesday) 
for approximately 16,585 students in 


the Placentia Unified School 
District. 
Student population in the 


district's 21 schools expected to 
increase by about 575 over last 
spring, continuing the district's 
growth pattern of the last 15 years, 
according to Superintendent John 
Tynes. 

Average growth in recent years 
has been about 1,000 students each 
year, but officials are not predicting 
such large growth this year, because 
of the slump in the contruction 
industry. 

“‘Because our income from the 
state is based on numbers of 
students, we have to _ plan 
conservatively to be sure we don't 
over-budget,’’ Tynes explained. ‘‘It 
is possible, as housing construction 
throughout the district picks up, that

more students will move in. 

‘‘Our summer surveys also show 
that used houses on the market are 
not selling as quickly as in the past, 
so we don’t really know exactly what 
we will have in student numbers or 
how quickly the population will 
stabilize,’ he added. 

Greatest predictable growth as 
school opens is at the high school 
level, with an estimated increase of 
535 at the tree district high schools. 
The new Esperanza High School in 
the sotheastern part of the district 
will continue to be the district's 
fastest-growing school, adding 
about 260 students for an enrollment 
of 1,550. 

Esperanza students will move into 
recently completed second phase 
construction, which added 45,000 
square feet of classrooms for a total 
school capacity of 1,850. 

Increases also are expected at El 
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Dorado High, which is planning for 
1,897 freshmen through senior, and 
increase of 138, and at Vaiencia 
High, which is planning for growth 
of 194 students to reach an 
enrollment of 1,402. 


El Camino Real expects 120 
students and will move from their 
small school at 1800 Post Lane, 
Anaheim, to the new campus on 
Orangethorpe Avenue in Placentia 
next month. 


Classroom emphasis throughout 
the district will again be on reading 
and language arts skills, Tynes said. 
In addition, math will receive special 
attention, as teachers concentrate 
on basic skills and conversion to the 
metric system. 

Glenview and Morse elementary 
schools will join Rio Vista and Ruby 
Drive in the Early Childhood 
Education (ECE) program.

Department 's Days Doomed?

James F. Sims, Placentia’s 
second full time Fire Chief, in a 
20-year historied fire department 
may well be her last. 

The Placentia City Council 
recently has cast an approving 
glance at Orange County’s appar- 
ently trouble free fire service. No 
one lately has thought to give that 
label to Placentia’s fighting firemen. 

Things were not always so 
volatile. A short time ago, 
Placentia’s Fire Houses, reflecting 
the city’s deep, active, small town 
civic pride, were also bursting with 
civic spirit. Their Fire Chief, the 
same one, was highly regarded in 
wide areas. The Orange County Fire 
Chief’s Assocation elected him their 
president. 

James Sims replaced George J. 
Koch, upon his death...a man so 
popular they named Koch Park for 
him. The new Fire Chief was no 
stranger to the department. He, 
along with Bob Noe, now a Fire 
Captain with the city of Orange, 
were Placentia’s two first paid 
firemen. 

There is a possibility that either of 
Placentia’s first two paid firemen, 
succeeding a completely volunteer 
arrangement, would have been 
delighted with an 8 hour day. 

The two of them covered a 
seven-day week, 24 hour day, 
around the clock vigil. 

Chief Sims recalls that days went 

something like this: ‘‘I used to get 
off duty at 8 o’clock and didn’t have 
time for breakfast. I’d rush right 
over to the Fullerton department 
and go out with them on their 
training. And then come home at 
night, dead tired, go to bed, because 
the next day you had to go to work 
again.”’ 
Chief Sims describes: ‘‘We came 
on duty and would do our fire work 
and at that time that included taking 
care of all equipment, mowing the 
lawns, cleaning City Hall, washing 
windows et cetera and then at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, we would 
take over the police dispatching. We 
worked from 8 to 5 doing regular fire 
work and then at 5 we dispatched. 
We also dispatched ourselves.’’ 

The system, using volunteers, 
worked like this. The policemen 
were out in the field. People would

call in and if they had a problem, we 
would take information and then 
relay it to the policemen by radio. If 
we had a fire or rescue, this is what 
we had to do. 

‘“‘We would get all the 
information; notify the Chief; go 
outside and write what the fire was 
and where it was on a blackboard. 
Then sound the park siren (in 
Kraemer Park), which would bring 
in the volunteers. And then get on 
the truck and go put the fire out. 

‘‘How many volunteers? Twelve, 
14, 16, almost any time we needed 
them, day or night. We wrote what 
and where the fire was on the 


blackboard outside and_ they 
wouldn’t even have to get out of 
their cars. They’d drive by, see 
where the fire was and keep going. It 
was quite an operation. 

Chief Sims is justifiably proud of 
the fact that Placentia under both its 
volunteer and professional fire 
fighting units, has had low loss of 
life and low property loss. 

One person was lost in a fire just 
before Chief Koch reported for duty, 
he recalls. An entire family was lost 
in a brand new house the first night 
they had moved in on Sao Paulo 
Avenue. No one inside the house

TeachersReturnToClassrooms 


Teachers of the Placentia Unified 
School District took an official vote 
last week and elected to return to 
their classrooms in spite of a general 
disagreement over wages with the 
PUSD board of trustees. 

The vote showed a 62 per cent 
margin in favor of returning to work, 
Marjorie Santos, chairman of the 
Certificated Employees Council, the 
negotiating body of the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, 
reports. 

PUEA members were asked to 
vote also on whether they wished to 
approve or repudiate the board of 
trustees offer, roughly a 12.9 per 
cent wage boost and benefit 
package, including step and column 
raises for additional educational 
accomplishments of teachers and 
reward for number of years in 


service. 

The vote tallied about 17 per cent 
who wished to accept the package 
and 21 per cent to reject, which 
might be construed as a 21 per cent 
strike vote, Mrs. Santos explained. 

Mrs. Santos said this week that 
teachers were now more involved in 
their preparations for the opening of 
school Wednesday, September 10 
‘‘Our main concern now is getting 
ready tor the children,’’ she stated. 

The wage and benefit proposal not 
totally accepted by the teachers is 
roughiy a three-quarters of a million 
dollars inclusion in thi: year’s $23 
million budget. 

Teachers had sought a 12.7 per 
cent across the board raise in 
addition to step and column raises. 
The board’s proposal was a 6 per 
cert boost aloag with a variety of 


additional benefits, including 55 per 
cent of any money voted by the 
legislature to PUSD as a one time 
January employee bonus. 


The allotment would leave less 
than half of the state special funds 
for use in ot! *r board priorities in 
classrooms, added personnel and 
capital impovements. 


Dr. William Yates, president of 
the PUSD board, in making the offer 
to PUSD employees remarked that 
the trustees ‘‘had entered the area 
of risk. It is the best offer you will 
find .n the state I would think and 
certainly in Orange County.”’ 


Classified PUSD employees had 
voted to accept the board of trustees 
original offer of a S per cent across 
the board increase but will also 
receive the additional benefits 


Steve Brown, was notified of a five 
day suspension for his failure to 
appear at a Placentia Planning 
Commission meeting, to which he 
had been assigned. 

Participants in matters on the 
agenda and commissioners had 
sought input from the fire 
department on current items, but no 
counsel was available. 

Placentia Fire Chief James Sims 
said that Capt. Brown had been 
assigned to the meeting but was not 
in attendance. The date of his 
suspension, without pay has not as 
yet been determined, Chief Sims 
reported. 

In fire department related events, 
the Placentia City Council’s thrust 
toward a merger of its local fire 
service into that of the county 
progressed over the past seven days 
with a unanimous vote by Orange 
County Supervisors to approve in 
concept a 21-month contract to 
provide Placentia with county fire 
service. 

The action followed that by the 
Placentia City Council in which 
councilmen split 3 to 2 in approving 
the first official advance toward the 
dissolution of its 20 year 
department. 

Ray Rhoads, executive assistant 
to Supervisor Chairman Ralph 
Diedrich and in charge of the county 


side of the dual negotiations, said 
that the next step would include joint 
meetings between Diedrich, county 
legal counsel, Adrian Kuyper, 
Orange County Fire Chief Carl 
Downs and Placentia City Adminis- 
trator Edwin Powell, Placentia City 
Attorney Charles Post III] and Chief 
Sims. 

This committee will consider 
further details of the assimilation. 

In further fire house activities, the 
Orange County District Attorney's 
office said this week that it expected 
hearings set for Superior Court for 
Wednesday, September 10 on 
charges of petty theft, with resultant 
dismissal of four Placentia firemen, 
to be continued past the current 
date, possibly into October. 

Charged with theft of articles from 
vacated public buildings and 
dismissed from the department, are 
former employees Capt. Richard 
Bitrick, Engineer Arthur Wilkerson 
and firemen Patrick Wible and 
Richard Clawson. 


Four other firemen who were 
placed on 30-days suspension for 
breaking rules, : allegedly over 
circumstances concerning the public 
buildings, were later reinstated by 
court order, which brought mem- 
bers of the local union back to duty 
after they staged a walk out-léck out

Art Competition 
OkKed For City Hall 


A juried art competition to provide 
cultural art objects for Placentia’s 
new City Hall, will be launched this 
year in conjunction with the 11th 
annua! Heritage Festival Days 
celebration. 

Beverly Lunger, president of the 
enthusiastic Placentia Art Associa- 
tion, made the presentation recently 
to the Placentia City Council, 
recommending that the competition 
be opened to all artists. 

Projecting that if this year’s 
competition is successful, Mrs. 
Lunger indicated that the associa- 
tion might seek to sponsor the event 
as an annual occurrence. 

Prizes to be offered by the city will 
include a $250 first prize; $150 
second and $100 third. Artists 
entering understand that prizes 
purchase their works, which will 
then be displayed in the city’s new 
Civic Center Complex. Art will not 
be limited in scope, Mrs. Lunger 
stated, but can include besides oils 
and watercolors, sculpture, ma- 
crame and other art forms. 

The first competition carrying a 
bicentennial heritage theme, will be 
held in conjunction with the city’s 
annual Heritage Festival on the 
closing day, Saturday, October 11 at 
the Backs Community Building. 
Also in progress that day will be the 
Heritage Days parade and the 
annual Picnic-in-the-Park. 

Mrs. Lunger explained that 
although the prize money is modest, 
artists who win the competition also 
would feel recompensed by the 
honor of having their artistic 
endeavors accepted to hang in the 
city building. 

The competition will be prejudged 
by professional jurists who will 
narrow the entries to a number from 
which the city council or 
representatives will make the final 
selections. The jurors, in their 
function, will eliminate anything not 
considered to be genuinely good art. 

Explaining that art is a personal 
and emotional experience, Mrs. 


Lunger told the council. ‘Art is an 
emotional thing. I can look at 
something and think ‘this is really 
good’ and someone else would say 
‘that's terrible’.”’ 

‘“‘What we are looking for in 
judging is something more than a 
color or something that might 
trigger you emotionaliy...something 
for a strictly professional standard. 
How good an artist is it? How good a 
competition is it?’ 

Councilman George De Jesus, 
who does sculpture and other art 
works and is a member of the local 
art association, abstained from the 
voting, which was a unanimous 4 to 
0. 

De Jesus stated: ‘‘Let’s let the 
jurors indicate what is good and 
what is bad,"’ regarding the 
structure of the competition. 

No mention was made of other city 
buildings, including the Backs 
Building, which are devoid of any 
type of decoration. The Placentia 
City Hall is the only local public 
building which carries any art 
objects.

Councilman Jack Gomez: 

In reference to your letter 
addressed to the editor of the 
Placentia Courier, | am writing to 
inform you that I am surprised that 
you did not receive a copy of my 
August 10, 1975 letter which I 
addressed to the Placentia City 
Council. I would like to assure you 
that I did indeed mail a copy of my 
letter to you at your home and also 
one to each of the other Councilmen 
at their respective homes. I find it 
interesting that you are the only one 
that denies receiving one. You 
completely ignored the fact that I did 
mail a certified copy of said letter 
addressed to Placentia City council 
in care of City Hall, of which I have a 
receipt of acceptance. 

Councilman Gomez, you men- 
tioned in your letter that I have been 
insisting that there are certain 
documents being withheld from me. 
That is correct. For approximately 
three and a half years, I have been 
repeatedly asking for the Master 
Plan of Streets and Highways of The 
City of Placentia and the Chapman 
Avenue Master Plan, verbally and in 
writing. I was always told by the city 
staff that there were none. On April 
9, 1975S, Planning Director Thomas 
Nelson reported to City Administra- 
tor Edwin Powell, through a memo, 
that the Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways Map (which is approxi- 
mately 3% ft. by 6 ft. in size) could 


not be found in the City Clerk’s file. 
Yet, said Master Plan was finally 
brought forth on April 15, 1975, two 
days after I advised a city official 
that the absence of this map from the 
City Clerk's file might be in violation’ 
of the law. You have been aware of 
this memo. 

Your letter also states: ‘‘Mr. 
Laborde in reality, is asking me to lie 
to him and for him when he expects 
me to admit that I am aware there is 
such a document withheld from him. 
I repeat I will not lie.’’ Just to refresh 
your memory, during meetings of 
January 18 and 20, 1972, pertaining 
to the Chapman Avenue widening, 
city staff reported to city council that 
there had never been a master plan, 
alignment, or any kind of plan for the 
widening of Chapman Ave; you went 
along with this erroneous state- 
ment. During City Counci meeting 
of Nov. 20, 1973, Mayor Langer 
asked if you recalled any kind of a 
master plan, alignment, or any kind 
of plan for the widening of Chapman 
Ave. Your answer was that you knew 
of no plan. I must remind you that 
you were a member of the Placentia 
Planning Commission when said 
Commission together with City 
Council and _ experts/consultants 
worked for approximately two years 
preparing the Master Plan of Streets 
and Highways of The City of 
Placentia. These plans were 
approved and adopted on Nov. 29, 
1961 and became Ordinances #246 
and #247. These ordinances most 
definitely do include plans for the 


widening of Chapman Ave. | 
honestly do not want you to lie, 
Councilman Gomez, I only ask that 
you tell the truth as former City 
Councilman Alfonzo Orosco did in 
his August 22, 1975 letter directed to 
the City Council. 

Rev.Gebhart, of Church Of The 
Nazarene, Mr. Rosalio Gonzales, 
property owner on the south side of 
Chapman Avenue, and former 
Placentia City Councilman Alfonzo 
Orosco are in accordance with me 
that an alignment for Chapman 
Avenue has been established, yet, 
you go along with city staff, even 
though Thomas Nelson’s memo of 
April 9, 1975 to Edwin Powell has 
been proven inaccurate. 

Councilman Gomez, another area 
of confusion centers around the five 
acres that you Councilman pur- 
chased adjacent to the civic center 
with taxpayer utility tax money at 
$85,000 per acre, totaling $425,000. 
Many taxpayers have approached 
me inquiring if I would know for 
what specific use they were 
purchased. I do not know the answer 
and cannot obtain one. This type of 
purchase is very irregular. I have 
never heard or read of any other city 
counci! purchasing real estate 
without stating its specific use. If 
there is a secret use for these five 
acres, now is the time to inform the 


public, because as _ taxpayers 
(buyers) we deserve to know.

Earlier this summer, in a western state, a young man approached me and 
asked if I would sign the Declartion of Independence. 

He handed me what looked like the center spread of a newspaper. On one 
half was a reproduction of the Declaration of Independence backed by 
spaces for signatures. I tore it off, signed it and handed it back to him. The 
other half was something else again. 

It was an ad for something called Peoples’ Bicentennial Commission. 

Despite its mild name and easy confusion with the official American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission, the PBC doesn’t represent the 
people, isn’t interested in celebrating the Bicentennial and is not a federal 
commission. 

Instead, it is a self-appointed band of political radicals intent on twisting 
the nation’s 200th birthday to its own purposes. 

Its leader is a self-proclaimed Socialist revolutionary, Jeremy Riskin, 
whose understanding of American history is hazy but whose zeal is not. 

He says, ‘‘It makes no sense for the New Left to allow defenders of the 
system the advantage of presenting themselves as true heirs and defenders 
of the American Revolutionary tradition. 

“Instead, the revolutionary heritage must be used as a tactical weapon to 
isolate the existing institutions and those in power by constantly focusing 
public attention on their inability to translate our revolutionary dream into 
reality.’’ 

Riskin’s idea of translating ‘‘revolutionary dream into reality’’ is to 
organize a crowd of about 20,000 demonstrators (many of them apparently 
fugitives from the anti-Vietman War movement, looking for a new cause) 
and have them try to break up official Bicentennial events. 

That's what they tried to do in April, heckling President Ford as he spoke 
at Concord Bridge in commemoration of ‘‘the shot heard round the world.”’ 

Never mind the fact that the American Revolution was a war of 
independence from foreign domination and not an ideological class war of 
the type Riskin supports, the PBC hasn't the slightest hesitation gulling 
government bureaucrats into giving it some of your tax money to support its 
radical rhetoric and activities. 

, Stating as its purpose, ‘‘to research, assemble and disseminate to workers 
and students historical information on the lives and roles of working people 
during the Revolutionary War period, with an emphasis on the ideas and 
events that shaped the formation of the early Republic,’’ the PBC 
sought--and got--a grant of $7,210 from the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. 

Once the federal dollar faucet was turned on, it didn’t stop. Last year, the 
NEH approved a grant of $394,000 for some of the PBC people to lecture 
throughout 13 western states. 

Presumably, Riskin and his followers could have sold the NEH the 
Brooklyn Bridge if they’d wanted to, for, while submitting 


innocuous-sounding grant applications, Riskin was declaring to all who 
cared to pay attention that the PBC’s real aim was to show that ‘‘...a genuine 
understanding of revolutionary ideals links Thomas Paing, Sam Adams and 
Benjamin Rush and the American people with Lenin, Mao, Che Guevara and 
the struggle of all oppressed people...”’ 

So much for U.S. history. 


Williams, a captain said this 
week, concerning the fire per- 
sonnel’s most recent tribulations, 
*‘The witch hunt is still on. I’m sure 
we are going to be successful in 
defending them (the men fired) on 
this thing.’’ 

“We have asked for immediate 
four step arbitration. Thé _men 
weren’t sleeping,» they were ‘just 
lying down. In our opinion, they’re 


just trying to break the union. The“... 
vendetta is still on. I have no other 


comments at this time.’’ 

Chief Sims said that the three men 
who were fired for allegedly 
sleeping on duty, were each in 
separate rooms. 

‘One had a blanket on the floor 
using it as a pillow and another 
blanket to cover with.’’ 

Another was stretched out on a car 
seat and the third was in the truck 
room on a creeper, the Chief 
reported. The lights were out in all 
rooms. The men were all probation- 
ary with less than a year’s service, 
he stated. 

A grievance has been filed by the 
discharged men, Sims related, 
which proceeds now through local 
administrative channels to formal 
arbitration. Disposition of the 
procedure could take anywhere from 
10 days to 6 or 8 months, Sims 
outlined. 

Sims said that the department did 
not expect to experience any 
difficulty in replacing the men lost, 
as a joint waiting list with the cities 
of Fullerton, La Habra and Brea, 
currently has around 300 names 
listed. He said, also that the 
Placentia department is receiving 
many queries from experienced fire 
personnel in California City and 
Arrowhead, where layoffs are in 
progress. 


As steps progressed in the 
city-county merger, the county 
estimated that a joint contract might 
be achieved by the end of this 
month. The county estimates a 
savings to Placentia taxpayers of 
around $200,000 a year over the local 
price tag. Formal validation of a 
contract will require further action 
by both the supervisors and the 
Placentia city council. 

If county fire service is accepted 
by the city, it will be the second time 
that county fire fighters have 
protected Placentia property. The 
county units were called in during 
the recent local union walk out-lock 
out. 

The phase-out of a local fire 
department to county service, 
however, would be a first in Orange 
County. 


Local firemen, who have been 
working an eight hour day, 
apparently under protest, who 
would laterally transfer, if a merger 
is achieved, would be placed on an 
84 hour duty week with the county, 
officials said. County firemen 
actually are employees of the state 
Division of Forestry, thus changing 
Placentia’s local control to one under 
state mandate.

called in an alarm and only the father 
apparently had wakened and 
realized the crisis. 

Two others lost their lives in a 
recent conflagration in an older two 
story building on Santa Fe Street. 

“Life is number one,’’ the Chief 
explains. ‘‘You can build those 
buildings back, but you can’t return 
a life. From the day a person comes 
into the fire service, he hears that 
and he never gets away from it. Life 
is number one.”’ 

Sims, who was born in Heawener, 
Oklahoma, is the youngest of six 
sons. Their mother, who is 84, lives 
in Placentia and is visited regularly 
by sons, wives, children and 
grandchildren every Sunday at 3 
p-m., circumstances permitting. 
Mother’s Day is an especially large 
event at the Sims home. 

The Chief and wife Helen have 
two grown children, Nancy and 
Gary. They met while each was in 
the service in Germany in World 
War II. Sims was with the Air Force 
and set up the first flight schedule 
that began the Berlin Airlift. He was 
stationed at Wiesbaden near 
Frankfurt, a city almost blown off 

the map by an accidental British 
bombing. 

There are several things that 
Sims, in his position, and with city 
council members in discussions and 
negotiations, feels that he cannot 
discuss nor at this time allude to. 

Questions he left unanswered in 
an interview last week included: 

Do you believe the dissolution of 
the fire department or any city 
department should by undertaken 
by the city council without a vote of 
the people? (We voted on fire 
works). 

Should not also public hearings be 
held on the matter? 

Do you see that dissolving a 
department, under what could 
possibly be considered determina- 


tion by employees, might set a 
precedent in other departments... 
suchas, say, the police department? 

Do you have any definite plans for 
your future should the Placentia Fire 
Department be dissolved? 

Would you care to comment on the 
necessity in Placentia for an aerial 
ladder truck? 


Sims, however, spoke highly of 
the ‘‘will of the people.’’ ‘‘l am very 
confident that the people of the city 
and the council, hopefully will 
reflect the wishes of the people and 
that the people have the final say. 
The will of the people I respect and 
have confidence in. The will of the 
people is the basis of our being 
here.’’ 


Members of the Placentia Fire 
Department, which has grown from 
its nucleum of three to ten times that 
size, have been at odds with city 
government since wage negotiations 
two years ago. 


Seeking union sanction, firemen 
organized Local No. 2147 (AFL-CIO) 
and asked for a 56 hour (24 hour 
shift) week or one duty day of every 
three days or seven duty days out of 
every 21 days or 2% work days a 
week. For this they were seeking 
$11,952 a year for firemen and 
$14,544 a year for captains. 

Fringe benefits were equally 
impressive: 15 working days 
vacation a year; 8 working day 
holidays; retirement at age 55; 12 
days sick leave a year; $3,000 life 
insurance; major medical health 
insurance; $48 a year toward 
dependent health insurance cover- 
age and a 7S per. cent 
reimbursement for book and tuition 
in furthering their education with a 
2.5 per cent pay raise for 21 units 
completed and a 5 per cent raise for 
an AA degree. 

Minimum qualifications for a 
fireman are high school degree, no 
experience, 21 to 35 years of age, 5 


feet 9 inches in height and a 
California Driver’s license. 

Many of the conditions were 
adopted by the council, who 
however, asked for a 40 hour week or 
1S days work in three weeks, rather 
than the seven work days every 
three weeks. 


The union responded with a $15.5 
million law suit, still pending. 


Sims, who has an impressive 
background of training in a number 
of prestigious universities, is in high 
praise for the city council’s recent 
action in securing paramedic service 
for Placentia. ‘‘It is an outstanding 
service,’’ he confirms. 


He also backs the 8 hour day, 40 
hour week as the only way to get the 
essential services and programs in 
the force for the public of both fire 
suppression and fire prevention, a 
science in which he firmly believes.

Corrigan of the Placentia 
Police Department spoke 
about gun control and how 
each area of law enforce- 
ment egarded much of the 
gun control legislation. 


The Baileys became 
interested in pending legi- 
slation in California which 
proposes to register and 
restrict the private owner- 
ship of handguns. In a very 
short period of time they 
have generated a statewide 
organization working to 
preserve the individuals 
right to _ self-protection 
through the private owner- 
ship of hand guns. 

The Baileys maintain that 
self protection is a real and 
basic concern of every 
person and family in society 
today. They say the second 
amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution guarantees ev- 
eryone the right to decide 
whether or not they wish to 
own guns. 

Much of the pending gun 
legislation proposes to 
remove this right. The most 
restrictive of these bills is 
AB 2426 which if passed 
would make it a felony for 
ee citizens to own 

and guns. This bill can 
create new problems great- 
er than those it is supposed 
to eliminate, the Baileys 
contend. It would provide 
public access to records of 
those who posses hand guns 
thereby allowing criminals 
access to those who do not 
have guns. Only govern- 
ment agencies would be 
authorized to deal in hand 
guns, but the bill is silent on 
where the military may 
obtain guns. 

The bill is now tied up in 
the committee and _ the 
chairman has shelved the 


bill at this time because 
there are apparently not 
enough votes for passage. 
According to Dr. Bailey, the 
strategy is to hold the bill 
long enough to rally the 
votes or have it submitted 
as a proposition on the 
Dr. Bailey stressed the need 
for more ‘‘STOP** volun- 
teers statewide and the 
need to preserve the 
freedoms guaranteed under 
existing laws. 

Thad Dwyer reiterated 
the stand taken by Brad 
Gates, Orange County 
Sheriff that support of 
tough crime measures was 
needed to require manda- 
tory prison sentences for 
criminals. Supporting this 
stand he went on to say that 
out of every person 
charged, only one out of one 
hundred goes to prison. 
This statistic is statewide. 
On the county level 1.3 per 
cent charged with felonies 
out of 84 go to prison. 

Dwyer went on to say that 
there are 200 laws already 
in existence which are not 
being adequately enforced 
in the judicial system. 
Unless there are require- 
ments for mandatory prison 
sentences judges feel they 
are not compelled to carry 
out mandatory sentences. 

Jim Corrigan, from the 
Placentia Police Depart- 
ment told the group that we 
already have the registra- 
tion of hand guns in the 
form of recommendations 
from the department to 
identify personal belong- 
ings with your drivers 
license number etched into 
the item. The department 
will provide a loaner tool for 
this purpose to residents 
who want to protect their 
valuables.

An extended-time clinical 
pastoral education class has 
been added to St. Joseph 
Hospital’s fall CPE pro- 
gram under the guidance of 
Rev. Archie Miller, CPE 
associate director.
